2. The enhanced minimum pension of Rs. 40 / - will 
be effective from 1st March , 1970 , i. e. in respect of 
pension for the month of March , 1970 payable in the 
month of April, 1970 and shall be inclusive of tem 
porary increase or ad hoc increase or both , where ad 
missible. Where a Government servant has com 
muted or may commute in future a portion of his 
pension , the extra amount to be allowed under these 
orders, if any , shall be determined with reference to 
his pension before commutation .

3. In their application to the persons serving in 
the Indian Audit and Accounts Department , these 
orders have been issued after consultation with the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India .

on or after the 28th February , 1970 and 
his family is eligible for pension under 
Family Pension Scheme for Central Go 
vernment Einployees , 1964 , Liberalised 
Pension Rules , 1950, C. S. Rs. or the 
C. C. S. (Extraordinary Pension ) Rules 
and the amount of family pension includ 
ing ad hoc increase where applicable , cal 
culated in accordance with rules in force 
at the time of his death in less than 
Rs. 40 / - p . mi, the same shall be raised to

Worship and Festivities 
Art. 14 -- The daily worship consists in celebrating 
the act of " Puja " in all the three Temples with for 
malities and ritual precepts and also with rules 
which are customary at present . 
1 -- The principal act of Puja (Mahaneivedya ) 

shall be done daily at mid - day by the res 

pective " Pujari” in all the three Temples . 
2 — Celebrating of Naubat only on the occasions 

of festivities . 
3- To ascend permanent lights called " Laman 

diva " . 


All the above immovable and movable assets will 
be listed in the Inventary book of the Temple . 


Art. 11— The Lands belonging to the Temple 
which have been already in possession of the Van 
gades and enjoyed by them in lieu of their services 
to the Temple shall remain intact, permanently 
settled and nobody either General Body or the 
Managing Committee of the Temple — shall have 
any say hereafter . The title of the land referred 
to in Article no . 10 shall however , remain in the 
name of the Deity ( Shri Shantadurga — Shri Betal 
and Shri Narandev ) and the Vangades will only have 
the right to usufruct . 


Art . 15 — A Mahazan or any other person who 
desire to perform any religious acts should pay the 
following fees .

Art. 16 — Out of the proceeds collected thrcugh 
various religious performances by the Mahazans and 
devotees cited in under Article no. 15 , Four per cent 
will go to Temple Treasury . The descrition with re 
gard to proceeds, by way cf cash or kind , will rest 
with Managing Committee . 


In the month of Kartik : - In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Panchami, 
Puran , arti etc., " Zyot" of three litres oil in all 
the three temples throughout the month . In the 
Temple of Shri Narandey " Tulshi vivah " , Pa 
lanki, Neivedya , Arti etc., on Shudha Ekadashi. 
" Kala - Zatra ” in the Temple of Narandev , Pa 
lanki etc. on Duwadashi. Teil Abhishek to Shri 
Betal on Chathurdasi. 

In the month of Margashirsha : - In the 
Temple of Shri Shantadurga " Zatra " on Shukla 
Panchami, Naukavihar ( donated by Smt. Mo 
grubai ) , Kala , cn Shasthi " Ratha " of Shri Shan 
tadurga in the morning, Samradna and Arti in 
the Temple of Shri Narandev , procession of 
Ratha in the evening, Arti and then Samapti . In 
the Temple of Shri Betal " Kala " on Vadya Tri 
tiya . " Zyot " of three litres oil in all the three 
temples throughout the month . 

In the month of Paush : - In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Panchami, 
Puran , Arti etc. " Zyct " of three litres oil in all 
the three temples throughout the month .

the three temples throughout the month . 

In the month of Phalgun : In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Panchami, 
Puran Arti, etc. " Zyot of three litres oil in all 
the three temples throughout the month . " Holi 
kessava " on Vadya Pratipada . Palanki and Ran 
gapanchami on Vadya Panchami in the Temple 
of Shri Shantadurga and in the Temple of 
Shri Betal. 


CHAPTER V 


Servants and their Duties 


Art. 17 — The following religious festivities will 
be celebrated : 

In the month of Chaitra : - In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga " Palanki" on Shukla Pan 
chami, " Puran " , Arti etc. In the Temple of Na 
randev " reading of Varshafal" on the day of 
Gudipadwa , Arti, Abhishek Neivedya etc. Cele 
bration of Ramjanmin in the Temple of Naran 
dev . " Zyot" of three litres oil in all the three 
Temples throughout the month . On the day of 
Varshapratipada " Teil Abhishek to Shri " Betal” . 

In the month of Vaishak : - In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Panchami, 
Puran , arti etc. " Zyct" of three litres oil in all 
the thre temples throughout the month . 

In the month of Jhesta : - In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Panchami, 
Puran , Arti etc. " Zyot" of three litres oil in all 
the three temples throughout the month . 

In the month of Ashad : -- In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Panchami, 
Puran , Arti etc. “ Zyot" of three litres oil in all 
the three temples thrcughout the month . In the 
Temple of Shri Narandev " Puran and Arti on 
shudha Ekadashi” . 

In the month of Shravan : --- In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on the day of " Na 
gapanchami" Puran ; Arti “ Samradna ” etc. 
" Zyot " cf three litres oil in all the three temples 
throughout the month . 

In the month of Bhadrapad : -- In the Temple 
of Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Pan 
chami, Puran , Arti etc., " Zyot ” of three litres 
oil in all the three temples thrcughout the 
month . 


Art . 18 The servant staff of the Temple are : 
1 — Bhat Pujari. 


Art . 19 — The servant staff referred to in the 
above Article are subordinate to the General Body 
and to the Managing Committee and they are bound. 
to fulfil faithfully the duties of their posts . 

1 --- It is the duty of the priest ( Pujari) to collect 
flowers and tulsis in the morning , cleaning up the 
Temple and Devara , oiling and lighting of brass 
lamps placed in the Garbhagraha , dictate the puja 
in vedic terms, to make abhisheks, to realize other 
abhisheks of the members and devotees at their cost, 
at mid - day Arti and Neivedya and at night Deoparti. 
To place the image in Palanki and Ratha and to 
accompany it in its traject during procession , to stay 
in the temple during the respective time table , to 
maintain in his possession the objects and cloths of 
daily use of the image and to perfom other acts . 

The salary of the priest (Pujari) and staff is to be 
fixed by the Managing Committee . 


in the month of Ashvin : In the Temple of 
Shri Shantadurga Palanki on Shukla Panchami, 
Puran , Arti etc. " Zyot” of three litres cil in all 
the three temples throughout the month . " Nav 
ratra " from Pratipada., Palanki on Vijayadashmi 
( Simolanghan ) . On the day of Ekadashi “ Da 


Art. 20 — The servant / s of the temple must per 
form his / their duties carefully and with trust under 
the supervision of the Managing Committee. 


--- 
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Para 1 — The priest on duty , shall have to bear 
the sole responsibility of protecting and keeping 
intact all the precious and valuable articles such as 
of Gold , Silver and other Jewellery put on the Deity 
in the daily use or at the time of festivities . 

Para 2 — Besides the Pujari, there will be more 
servants if necessary according to the needs of the 
services . 


Art . 25 — The priest shall not solemnize any 
worship without a prior collection of the respective 
fees as prescribed in Article 15 by passing a receipt 
over the signature of the Secretary of the Managing 
Committee of the Temple . 

Para 1 - The religious duties or any other reli 
gious performances shall be performed through the 
priest of the Temple . 

Para 2— Proceeds of worships not shown in the 
Article 15 will also be distributed at Four per cent 
to the Temple Treasury . 


CHAPTER VI 


The Penal Disposition 


Art. 26 -- The Temple is subject to the prevailing 
laws and regulations and to those which may be 
enacted by the Government in future. 


At. 27 — Other laws applicable to the Temple shall 
be as per " Regulamento das Mazanias" . 


Art . 21 — Every Mahazan / s should behave pro 
perly and decently . The Mahazan / s who behave / 
behaves unmannerly , rudely or scedly in the area 
of the Temple , The Managing Committee have right 
to impose a fine minimum rupee one to maximum 
rupees five . 

Para 1 - The amount of fine as indicated above , 
is to be immediately credited to the Temple funds . 
In case of Failure, the Managing Committee will 
issue him a notice in the first place to the effect 
for the payment of the imposed fine , within a pres 
cribe limit of seven days failing which the Maharan 
will cease to enjoy his rights till he makes good the 
payment. 


Art. 28 - The right is reserved for those Hindus 
belonging to any cast or creed to perform the reli 
gious duties, any festivities according to his / their 
religious way in the Temple but he / they shall not 
be entitled to interfere in the day today administra 
tion or have any say in internal management of the 
Temple . 


Art. 29 — The Twelve Vangades (who will termed 
as Mahazans) hereafter shall perform their tradi 
tional duties and will be subject to control and gui 
dance of the General Body and the Managing Com 
mittee. If in case the traditional duties are not per 
formed by any one of these Vangades then it will 
naturally be cpened to the Managing Committee of 
the Temple to appoint the temporary servant for the 
sake of maintaining the routine services .

Art. 22 — The following are the punishment pres 
cribed for those servants who will not performing 
his / their duties in the right manner or desobeying 
the orders of the General Body or Managing Commit 
tee in relation to the Temple administration . 

Para 1 — The servant/ s who do not comply with 
his / their duties, he /they shall be punished by the 
Managing Committee with a warning for the first 
time, with suspension for the second time and for 
the third time his / their services shall be terminated 
by the Managing Committee with prior consent of 
General Body of the Temple who should decide the 
issue even in an ordinary session . 

Para 2- The Managing Committee shall not 
punish the servant / s for omission or any of his / 
their faults unless he / they is / are being heard 
by the General Body of Mahazans. 

Para 3 - The temporary appointments of the subs 
titute servant / s will be made by the Managing Com 
mittee for which a sanction shall have to be accorded 
by the General Body . 

Para 4 - The Managing Committee if found 
essential have the right to appoint a temporary 
servant/ s. 


Art. 30 — There being incurred any extraordinary 
expenses which the Treasury of the Temple cannot 
afford or there being a deficit in the ordinary expen 
ses, under resolution of the Managing Committee a 
subscription among the Mahazans shall be opened .

Art . 31 —- In cases for which no provision is made 
in these regulations, the customs followed from the 
antiquity and which are not inconsistent with the 
legal provisions shall be observed . 


Art . 32 — It is prohibited for any person to enter 
inside any Temple with covered feet , when drunk or 
an attitude or gesture of arranging conflicts or quar 
rels . 


Art . 23 The servant/ s who will be absenting 
himself / themselves without prior permission of the 
Managing Committee or substituting himself / them 
selves for performing his /their duties shall be 
punished five rupees by the Managing Committee . 


Art. 33 -- Besides the sessions of the Body of Ma 
hazans prescribed under the law of the Government 
there shall be two extraordinary sessions one in the 
month of Bhadrapad and the other in the month of 
Kartik which shall take place at 10 a . m . regardless 
of prior convocation , in order that therein may be 
dealt with any matter of interest to the Temple . 


CHAPTER VIT 


Art. 34 --The above Bye -Laws shall come into 
force three days after its publication in the Govern 
ment Gazette. 


General Provisions 


Art . 24 - The salaries of the servant / s and other 
expenses of the Temple shall be regulated in accor 
dance with respective estimates drawn up by the 
Managing Committee of the Temple duly formulated 
and approved by the Government .
